The object of 
the Board has always been to use the police 
force for political purposes. To accomplish this 
object, it was necessary that the Superintendent 
should be a tool. Mr. Washburn was not a tool; 
hence the Board desired his head. , 

Many who have sided with the Mayor have, 
nevertheless, entertained doubts as to the 
legality of hie action. Some think that a peculiar 
sanctity is thrown about the Board by the fact 
that they are elected by the people. Others think 
they aro county officers, and beyond the reach of 
the Mayor. The Mayor's Bill is a valid law, No 
lawyer doubts its constitutionality, and no defin- 
ite objection to its validity has ever been pro- 
mulgated. Theinterpretation of this act must 
deterniine the law of this controversy. The

The tragedy seems to have been the result of 
a series of causes which hardly seem, however, 
to explain the commission of such a double 
crime except upon the theory that Love had 
brooded over real or fancied troubles until he 
had become insane. Soon after the birth of the 
little girl, Love is said to have become idle and 
dissolute—so much so that he neglected to sup- 
port his family.

When a man has de- 
termined to commit murder, it would be public 
blessing if he should at the same time con- 
clude, to kill himself. It would save 
great public anuoyance and expense. 
It would render murder trials, ignorant 
juries, and uncertain verdicts altogether 
superfluous. It would be the surest manner to 
demonstrate the principle of emotional insanity, 
and this principle might then be admitted with- 
out detriment to the ends of justice. Unless 
accompanied by felo de se, the crime of murder 
should never be permitted to include the poasi- 
bility of insane motives. When both go togeth- 
er, the law and the community will cheerfully | 
give the criminal the benefit of a doubt.

Some time last week we expressed s decided 
opinion that Congress should not, in any form, 
grant the application made by the sewing- 
machine combinations for a further renewal of 


their patents. Since then we have received a 


printed argument and statement made in behalf 
of the patent of William H. Atkins and Jacob 
D. Felthouser, of Chicago. In February, 1851, 
they made application for a patent, including a 
device for feeding from right to left, or the re- 
verse, without stopping the machine, being sub- 
stantially the feed apparatus now in use. The 
Patent Examiner, while granting them a patent, 
refused it for this feeding operation. In 1854, 
the same Examiner granted a patent for this re- 
jected device to another sewing-machine pat- 
entee. Felthouser & Atkins, who had been 
using their own invention for several 
years, were then prosecuted for in- 
fringing the patent granted them years 
later. Atkins & Felthouser appealed from 
the Examiuer’s decisions, and, in 1860, the 
Courts declared them the original inventors. 
After along series of refusals by the Patent Office 
and decisions by the Courts, they were adjudged, 
in 1868, to be entitled to the patent. In the 
meantime they had been compelled, for the want 
of money, to assign a part of it, and then the As- 
signee, to repay his own advances; soldit, withthe 
right to reissue, and three-fourths of the exten- 


sion to the Wilson & Singer patentees. Twelve 


out of the fourteen years of the patent were spent 
in extensive litigation, in the end compelling 
them to sell it to their opponents, not only for 
the balance of the term, but for the seven years’ 
extension. They now ask from Congress a re- 
newal of their patent to themselves. They state 
that their aggregate receipts from their patent 
during the twenty-one years have been only 
$6,421, and their expenditures $6,341, ora net 
receipt of $80 from a patent which has netted to 
those who have enjoyed its possession many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The applica- 
tion is strongly indorsed by those who are famil- 
iar with the oppression to which these patentees 
have been subjected.

THE QUESTION OF VIADUCTS. 

There is a conflict between the city authorities 
and the managers of several of the railways, 
touching the expense of constructing the via- 
ducts at the various street-crossings. The city 
has, by contract with the various new companies, 


arranged that all such viaducts shall be built by 


the railways. The companies who have had the 
privilege of street-crossings for the last twenty 
years are huckstering as to what they shall pay. 
There can be no question that the Mayor and 
Common Council are right in demanding that 
the whole cost of these viaducts shall be paid 
by the railway companies, and the latter fail to 
present the least equity to justify their refusal. 
The construction of viaducts over any street 
occupied by railways must almost inevitably 
result in the total surrender of that 
street to the railways. West Water street 
is an illustration. The railway companies 


have the free and uninterrupted use of that 


street from Van Buren to State street. The 
value of that franchise is incalculable. To take 
down the present viaducts would be to complete- 
ly arrest the railroad business on that street, 
and be an annual cost to the companies tenfold 
the cost of all the viaducts, When West Kinzie 


street shall be crossed with viaducts at every 


street-crossing from Desplaines street to the city 
limits, Kinzie street itself will be as effectually 
and exclusively given up to traffic as if 
it had never been s 
amount to a surrender of Kinzie street to the 
railroads. So in the case of all other streets 
upon which railroad tracks are laid, and which 
will be crossed by viaducts: they will be of very 
little use except for railroad purposes, or for 
such business as may be ultimately une 
upon railroad connections. 

Under these circumstances, the railroads may 
well accept the surrender to them of the streets 
they shall occupy ag a most liberal remuneration 
for the comparatively petty cost of building the 
necessary viaducts. Had the railroads sought 
thé means whereby they could have the free, ex- 
clusive, and uninterrupted occupancy of the 
streets on which their tracks are laid, they could 
not have devised a better pian than that of build- 
ing viaducts at all thé crossings of those streets,

CANADIAN CANALS AND RAILWAYS. 

Two great national improvements are en- 
gaging the attention of the people of Canada. 
We allude to the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
the enlargement of the canals to the capacity of 
vessels of 1,000 or 1,200 tons. We mean no dis- 
respect to that national feeling developing in 
Canada when we suggest that it would be un- 
wise for them to attempt to constrnet both 
works at the same time. 

Unless prompted by the controlling 
principle of nationality, any immitdiate and 
serious effort to build @ continental railway 
through British North America must ap- 
pear to all sensible men not only 
a commercial aud financial blunder, but a posi- 
tive absurdity. 
miles, between the present western terminus of 
the Canadian railways and Fort Garry, in Mani- 
toba, lies through a desolate country north of 
Lake Superior. It will cost a hundred millions 


of dollars, at least, to build this section of the 


road, and, when finished, so severe are the win- 
ters, that it is doubtful whether it can be run 
for several months i in the year. If completed to- 
day, it is quite certain that the entire receipts of 
the road would not pay the men to run the 
trains. West of Fort Garry, to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, the road will run through the Assin- 
iboine and Saskatchewan Valleys, than which 
there ia no finer section for tural pur- 
poses of equal extent on this nt. West 
of the mountains the route must bend far north 


to follow the windings of Frasier River, and tor 


500 to 800 miles the cost of the road will be 
scarcely leas than that on the north shore of 
Lake Superior. Our Pacific Railway cost $240,-~- 
000,000, and the Canada road cannot be built for 


less than an additional 6100, 000, 000. True, we

Need we point to the 
Canadian experience with the Grand Trunk 
Reilway, built through the very heart of Can- 
ade, and attracting a large business from this 
side of the line, to assure them that our jadg- 
ment, if not disinterested, is entirely just.

railways on thie same rates precisely for freights 
and passengers that we enjoy. Instead of spend- 
ing 6 hundred millioos or more to build a 
road through the desolate arctic regions, north 
of Lake Superior, they have the use of these 
roads on the same terms for an indefinite period 
to come. From the Northern Pacific, or tie Pem- 
bina Branch of it, they should build a line next 
summer, as we believe they have arranged to do, 
to Fort Garry. Thence, as population increases, 
they will extend it up the Valley of the Saskatche- 
wan, to their own great advantage, and that of 
this country as well. A single decade will be 
likely to require the comaplotion of thie road to 
the base of the Rocky Mountains. 

If Canada wants security that she shal! have 
the use of our Northwestern railways on equal 
terms with ourselves, let her open the St. Law- 
rence route for our steamers, : oe shortest 
time possible. It will not cost one-..arter of 
what it will to build a railway to Fort Garry, 
That will lessen the freight on each bushel of 
gtain, and will be equivalent to an advance in 
value of every farm between Lake Michigan and 
the Rocky Mountains for at least 20 to 25 per 
cent of its present value. “Surely that is a 
collateral that must be good beyond any possible 
contingency. It is, moreover, good for a bond 
for a similar amount on the earnings of all our 
great railway lines which have their eastern 
terminus on Lake Superior or Lake Michigan 
—the Northern Pacific, the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, the Northwestern, the Burlington 
& Quincy, the Chicago & Rock Island, the 
Alton 4 St. Louis, and the IIlinois Central. 
They extend from the lakes to the Mississippi 
and the Missouri and Ohio, and some of them to 
the Rocky Mountains. Whatever adds 25 per 
cent to the value of the products of the farms 
through which they run, must very soon add a 
corresponding amount to the value of their 
stocks; but to stop the canal for any cause 
would impose equal disaster upon the farms and 
the railways. In fact, it is not difficult to carry 
out the argument, and to prove that to open the 
St. Lawrence route, as proposed, would 
be to execute a bond to Canada for 25 
per cent of the value of the entire 
Northwest—its farms, its cities, its railroads, its 
business, and all the wealth of its people. Is 
not this also a sufficient security to the Domin- 
ion Government, not only for the use of our 
railwayr, but for the capital to build the canal 
itself? They have this vast country on the one 
side, and the millions of Great Britain on the 
other, whose trade with each other this St. 
Lawrence route, when duly enlarged, must for- 
ever control. This is a prize worthy of the im- 
mediate efforts of the Canadian Dominion. To 
attempt both the railway and the canals at once 
will be to defeat both; to build the canal within 
five years will so enrich Canada that she can 
easily carry her railway to the Pacific within «

FIRE-PROOF CITIES. 

It is worthy of note that the discussion of im- 
provements in the American style of building in 
large cities has not subsided with the immediate 
interest which was revived by the Boston fire. 
New York is developing a special concern in the 
strict enforcement of the building laws which it 
now has. Heretofore, these laws could be modi- 
fied by the Superintendent of Buildings, with 
the approval of the Supreme Court. As for 
many years the Supre ne Court of New York 
City was far from incorruptible, it is not strange 
that modifications have been frequent and to the 
serious detriment of New York’s best interests. 
Governor Dix has recently suggested to the 
Legislature that it shall provide greater safe- 
guards against the infringement of the building 
laws. His proposition ia, that the responsibility

If such a course be adopted, the City of New 
York will be much better protected against the 
erection of fire-traps than Chicago. We have a 
building law, it is true, so far qa the fire-ordi- 
nance passed since the conflagration of 1871 
piaces certain limitations upon the construction 
of wooden houses within a certain district. The 
law itself is sadly lacking in details, how- 
ever, and the protection which it was intended 
to provide is seriously impaired by the practical 
eyasions that are possible because of this lack of 
details. But our building law, such as it is, pro- 
vides no other means of enforcement than the 
usual penalties which may be imposed for viola 
tions. There is no one whose especial business it 
is to age that its provisions are uniformly ob- 
served. It is probable that eight out of ten of 
the houses now in process ef erection in Chi- 
cago would, upon examination, prove to be de- 
fective in some requirements of the law,—in its 
columns, its partitions, chimneys, or flues. The 
building permit once issued, no one takes any 
further official notice of the matter, and it .is 


only some flagrant violation, readily noticed and 


feared by private citizens, that is liable to be 
checked, The safety of.a city should not de- 
pend upon so slight and ineyfiicient an assurance. 
No city in America needs 6 Superintendent of 
Buildings, or Building Inspector, so much es 
‘Chicago. The work of rebuilding, now pro- 
gressing eo rapidly, afords an opportunity to 
make New Chicago reasonably secure from 
another visitation by fire, if the proper laws can 
bo properly supervised and enforeed. There is

? It is certain that our American cities will al- 
ways be subject to ruinous conflagrations, such 
as have visited Chicago, Boston, Portland, New 
York, and San Francisco, at various times, until 
there shall be some uniform system of building 
that will provide reasonable protection in the 
case of each house against the spread of fire. 
With resistance at every step, fires can rarely 
make a progress beyond the control of efficient 
fire departments; without it, no fire depart- 
ments can hope always to combat fire success- 
fully. To provide such a system should be the 
combined effort of legislators and architects. 
Chicago should svail itself of every tried im- 
provement in building; should make its build- 
ing laws correspond with the best interests of 
the city at large; and, above all, should estab-

TAMMANY AND CREDIT MOBILIER. 

The latest and fullest disclosures of the 
frauds, forgeries, and crimes of the New York 
Tammany Ring show that the amount of profit 
pocketed by them was $11,000,000. The net 
profits of the Credit Mobilier Ring were $26,000, - 
000, while the amount taken by the managers in 
every form, and distributed by them among 
Congressmen, ex-Congressmen, and others, is 
put at $140,000,000. Of the Tammany thieves, 
Garvey and Ingersoll are reduced to poverty, 
Hall never had any of the pecyniary share, Con- 
nolly and Sweeney are personally fugitives, and 


all their property is held as security for their 


appearance at trial. Tweed is under $1,000,000 
bail, and he and all his associates are under in- 
dictment for felony, 

Of the Oredit Mobilier party the boss,” 
Oakes Ames, is still an honored member of the 
House of Representatives, which body dare not 
expel him for fear that his revelations may be 
more comprehensive. Patterson, and Bingham, 
and Kelley, and Scofield, are all members of 
Congress holding high position. John B. Alley, 
the most intimate partnor of Ames, stands daily 
before the Committee of Congress justifying 
the whole robbery. No man in Congress pro- 
poses any punishment, and a large portion of 
the press that have for years paraded the 
comparatively insignificant frauds of Tweed 
and his associates, have never a word 
to say of the great calamity which 
has fallen like a deep shadow over the fair 
character for honesty, integrity, and patriotism 
of the American Congreas. The New York 
frauds, though of a local character, provoked 
the national indignation, and a national demand 
for the. punishment and degradation, of the 
guilty. No one felt that Tweed had any right 
to expect that the mantle of charity should be 
thrown over his weakness ;” but what is to be 
done with Oakes Ames and his associates? If 
the corruptneés of the New York Board of 
Supervisors were sufficient to arouse the indig- 
nation of the whole people, what is to be said 
of the revelations at Washington? Arith- 
metically, the New York robbery was the 
smaller of the two; numerically, the number 
engaged in it was less than in Credit Mobilier ; 
and in personal and political standing the Tam- 
many jobbers were of the canaille, compared 
with the statesmen, scholars, and patriots who 
accepted shares of the spoil from Oakes Ames. 
No man can think of this matter without 
sorrow at the deep humiliation that has over- 
taken the National Legislature,—a humiliation 
rendered more intense by the air of bravado and 
defiance with which the actors ask the peonle to 
applaud Oakes Ames’ public spirit in building
